The date on which 
he was absorbed or his pay scale on absorption is not avail 
able. He was working on the scale of class IV . staff only . 
The scale was also not revised when the Third Pay Commis 
sion scales were implemented and arrears paid as per the 
settlements dated 23-10-1974 and earlier . Evidently , the 
Council wanted to promote him to the post of Supervisor 
when vacancy arose in November, 1974.
